TAYLOR IN PARIS. 


Reminiscences of That Time—Translation 
of the Book of Mormon Into French. 


A gentleman resident in St. Louls, who, in 
hot-headed youth embraced the Mormon re- 
ligion, and has spent nearly forty years re- 
gretting that folly, talked this morning of 
John Taylor. ‘‘I met him,’’ he said, ‘‘for the 
first time in Boulogne, France, about 1849. I 
was young, and had been some- 
what disgusted with the religions about me. 


I was on the border-land of infidelity 
when I met Mormon missionaries in England, 
and soon became a convert. Their religion 
was presented with so much plausibility that 
older and more intellectual men than I fell 
victims to it. I was sent to France to spread 
the gospel, and it was then I met Taylor. He 
was then one of the twelve apostles and stood 
very high in the Church. He had been sent 
with Curtis E. Bolton to France to translate 
the Book of Morinon into French. Bolton 
was a High Priest in the Church and a French 
scholar. They soon went to Paris and I 
also went there. Some English friends of 
mine by the name of Squires lived in a 
huge building on the Rue Poisoniere. I intro- 
duced Taylor and Bolton to them and at Tay- 
lor’s request asked them if he might not use 
their rooms for Sunday evening meetings. 
They acquiesced and quite a little company of 
Mormons grew out of these meetings. Besides 
Sguires and his wife there was a renegade 
Catholic priest and his wife and others whom 
I do not now call to mind. Tay! rand Bolton 
occupied rooms in a very grand hotel in the 
Fauburg St. Germain, on the Rue de 
Tournon near the Odeon. I cannot 
recall the name ef the lace. It 
was at this place that the translating was 
done. I was very intimate with Bolton. He 
Was nearer my own age than Taylor. The 
latter Wasa tall man of athietic build anda 
handsome face. He had no love for women, 
and cared nothing for conquests among them. 
Bolton was somewhat different and became 
very intimate with the daughter ofa rich 
manufacturer. She was, I think, the most 
beautiful girl I ever saw and a charming con- 
versationalist. I never saw nor suspected 
anything improper in their relations; but 1 
r@&nember once when walking with Taylor he 
said: ‘l wish Bolton wouldn't go to see that 
girl so often.’ He thought it weak in his as- 
sociate to care for her. 

was in their room where the work of 
translating was going on, a great deal, and 
it may be there Icaughta hint of the polygamy 
feature in the Mormon religion. Wherever it 
was, that hint was the first intimation I had of 
it. This feature was kept outof sight and only 
the high ideal of the religion was preached. 
The missionaries painted glow!ng pictures of 
Utah—a land flowing with milk and honey— 
and of their commupnistic sys- 
tem of government. It seemed the 
Utopia we had dreamed of and the 
words ‘brotherly love’ were perpetually on the 
preachers’ tongues. That made the religion 
very fascinating to those who were not se- 
curely tied toany other system. Among the 
Catholics of France the Mormons have never 
been able to make any headway, but among 
the liberals they nade many converts. It was 
the idea of the manager of Pro- 
vaganda to have me remain in 
France spreading their gospel. So I had 
been caretully guarded from knowing any- 
thing of the plurality-of-wives doctrine. 
They knew that was something which could 
net be preached. But when I got the hint I 
took it to Bolton. Is it true, Iasked, that the 
Church holds such a doctrine? He dallied 
with the question a while and then answered, 
‘No more infamous lie ever issued from the 


caverns of the damned. I believed him, and 


my doubts were over for the time. Taylor 
cume near spoiling me as a convert, how- 
ever. 

There was one of the converts. a man of 
some prominence in the Isle of Jersey. 
He had been connected with 
some immense engineering enterprise. 
De La Mer was his name. He 
furnished the meansto send some machinery 
for making sugar from beets, from France to 
Salt Lake City. 1 knew him quite well, and 
one evening in conversation with him I said I 
thought of going to the States, to New Orleans, 
and I hoped Taylor would not counsel against 
my going. De La Mer told Taylor of this, 
changing my language to make me say I would 
not be guided by Taylor’s counsel. The next 
Sunday night, when our little company was 
gathered in Squires’ rooms, he launched into 
a violent @xcoriation of me, speaking in 
French, which he did very badly. It 


was infamous, he said, that 1 
should refuse to be guided by one 
whom even the rophets had been 


giad to have counse! of. He was with Smith 
at Nauvoo and had been shot with the rest, 
but the bullet struck his watch and his life was 
saved. He was, like all the apostles, exceed- 
ingly conceited, and was regarded in almost 
the same manner as were the martyrs of the 


Church. He drew up his shoulders, trembled 


with excitement, and shook his fingers at me 


all the time be wasspluttering his wrath. It 


was frightfully embarrassing to have him ex- 


coriate me among my friends, tg whom I had 


introduced him. It all ended in my coming to 


America and soon after my arrival here I 
learned whatthe Mormon Church really was 
and left it. 


learned little of Taylor's history, except 


that he was once a Methodist preacher and an 
Englishman. He was one of Joe Smith’s ear- 
liest converts, and was the most zealous and 
worthy of thoscI knew. He was very credu- 
lous, but also sinister. He belonged to the 
clique that controlled the Church,and who ex- 
acted so muchof the members. He was an 
ordinary man in many-respects. He had little 
Skill in managing, and his acctomplish-. 
ments were meager. For this he made 
up in enthusiasm. Ho did not 
remain in France over a year and did not have 
much to do with the making of conversions. 
His work was the superintending of the 
translation, and that completed he came back 
to this country. ILleft the Church here in St. 
Louis and never saw him after I left France. 
He was an old man then, but very straight and 
strong looking. I have not followed his career 
since, only in the general way any newspaper 
reader might. I have no connection with 
the Church, though some of the friends of the 
Paris days are now in Utah, zealous Mor- 
mons .

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TENANTS’ RIGHTS 


JOHN DILLON LABORING HARD FOR CON- 
CESSIONS FROM THE GOVERNMENT. 


The Debate in the Commons To-DPay—Re- 
lease of Bidwell, the Notorious American 
Forger—Turkey to Reopen Negotiations 
With England for the Settlement of the 
Egyptian Question — Comments on the 
American Alien Landlord Law—A French 
Murderess’ Punishment—Foreign News. 


LonDoN, July 27.—George Bidwell, who was 
sentenced to life imprisonment for forging 
the Bank of England’s notes, has been re- 
leased from confinement on the ground of ill- 
health. He sailed for New York on Saturday 


last. 
THE LAND BILL. 


The debate on the land bill was resumed in 
the House of Commons to-day. Mr. 
O’Doherty, home ruler, member for North 
Donegal, moved on behalf of Mr. Parneli to 
limit to three years the clause providing for 
written notices of evictions, instead of the 
present method, on the ground that the 
provisions of the clause would only be 
required until a land purchase bill was passed. 
Mr. Balfour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
speaking for the Government, declined to ac- 
cept the proposed modification. Mr. Jobn 
Dillon said that as the bill was only a tempo- 
rary Measure, a clause depriving tenants of 
the small fragments of rights reserved to them 
under the act of 1860 ought not to be perma- 
nent. He asked whether the Government would 
accept an amendment securing to the tenant 
undisturbed possession between the service of 
the notice of eviction and the time of its re- 
demption. Mr. Balfour saidthe Government 
would consider favorably any amendment that 
would secure the tenant a slight delay be- 
tween the service of notice of eviction and the 
execution of it, for the purpose of giving him 
time to turn round and prevent the appear- 
ance of barshness on the part of the landlord.

ALIEN *‘LAND-OWNEBSHIP. 


The London Times’ Comment on the Opin- 
fon of Attorney-General Garland. 


special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, July 27.—The Times of yesterday 
has an editorial a column long on Attorney- 
General Garland’s opinion on the act forbid- 
ding aliens to acquire real estate in the Terri- 
tories. The article says: The act is not like- 
ly to operate injuriously upon any important 
present British interests in America. In the 
future, it Can hardly be equally neutral. The 
Territories, though at present not to be com- 
pared in population or realized resources with 
the States, cover an enormous area, having in- 
calculable riches. Unless this act had been 
passed, the enterprise which al- 
ready exhibited itself to the great 
benetit both of American and British subjects 
in “Texas and other States, might naturally 
have produced like results in more than one 
promising Territory. The limitation of alien 
shareholding is certain to have the material 
effect almost immediately in curtailing mining 
undertakings.’’ 

MORE LEGISLATION PREDICTED. 

It predicts similar action upon the part of 
the State Legislatures and from this assump- 
tion proceeds to say: ‘‘If the representative 
bodies n America should so decide, with the 
full P€faee for vested fights, they carnot be 
upbraided as being inspired by the tem- 
per of Chinamen. The uncontrolle a 
liberty of acquiring land which aliens 
commonly have enjoyed in the United States 
is not a European custom in an unqualified 
State. Itis not bestowed by British law, and 
on the Continent in general an alien finds it 
difficult even toownthe house he inhabits. 
If America chooses to repress alien land- 
ownership it will discover plenty of prece- 
dents in European jurisprudence. The policy 
of such retrogression towards exclusiveness is 
another matter. However guarded restric- 
tions may be they cannot but cause a 
discouraging impression that foreign energy 
and money are beginning to be regarded 
suspiciously. In itself, the jealousy of alien 
ownership, though natural, is not a sentiment 
upon which it is safe to rest a system of legis- 
lation. In fact, there can be not a question 
that the majority of owners who entered as 
aliens will remain, if at all, as American citl- 
zens. Our chief surprise at the recent law is 
the mistrust it evinces, not so much of so- 
journers as of the acclimatizing power of 
America. The American nation might have 
been supposed to be too sure of its ability to 
absorb foreign elements into iteelf to care to 
compel them to begin by offering reluctant al- 
legiance.’’

DELEGATE ALT GREATLY CONCERNED OVER 
THE BRIDGE BILL. 


A Little Proposition to Acquire Property, 
Which the Company Proposed to Offer— 
The Sprinkling Contracts Before the | 
Council—Protests From Grand Avenue 
Property-Holders. 


The bridge and tunnel terminal bill only 
awaits the signature of the Mayor to make it 
alaw. With one alteration it remains as it 
passed from the hands of the company into the 
assembly of the protectors of the people’s 
rights at the City Hall. When the bill was 
drawn up for presentation to the Municipal 
Assembly it contained the following provis- 
lon: 


Sec. 5. Whenever said companies shall 
have acquired ground sufficient for the estab- 
lishment of yards and depots alongside of their 
single or double tracks herein authorized, and 
any streets or alleys shall intervene between 
said tracks and ground, or between blocks of 
property so acquired, the said companies may, 
upon application toand upon consent being 
given by the Board of Public Improvements, 
have the right to cross such streets or alleys 
under such conditions as may be prescribed 
by the Board of Public Improvements. 


The cheek of this proposition astounded 
even the lobbyists of the bill. They consented 
to have it stricken out without a murmur, and 
not one of them ventured a word in defence 
of the section. With this change the bill went 
through the House of Delegates last night. 
It grants to the Bridge and Tunnel 


Company the right to lay its tracks along a 
distance of five miles over constructed and 
proposed streets and alleys without the slight- 
est compensation to the city. The only allow- 
ance made in consideration for the award of 
a franchise worth a million dollars is a con- 
tribution of $15,000 towards the construction 
of the Grand avenue bridge, a structure 
which has cost the city $420,000 now, 
and will probably cost $500,000 before 
its completion. A few days avo Street Com- 
missioner Turner in answer to the questions of 
Delegates Stone and Sullivan in another mat- 
ter, threw some light on this subject. He said 
that the city had received about $30,000 all told 
from the railroad companies towards the con- 
struction and maintenance of the Twelfth, 
street, Fourteenth street, Tayon avenue and 
Jefferson and Grand avenue bridges, which 
cost considerably over a million dollars. 
Both Mr. Stone and Mr. Sullivan 
deprecated this so much that they drew out 
the Commissioner a little further and he stated 
that the Northwestern road, running into Chi- 
cago, had paid to the city nearly ,000 for 
the construction of a single bridge, a portion 
of which that road proposed to use. The in- 
formation borrified the delegates, who wanted 
to know why this was not the case in 
St. Louis. They wanted an im- 
mediate remedy for this outrageous 
condition of things. Gen. Turner left the 
room with the idea that he had enlightened 
t ese gentlemen on the duties of big corpora- 

ons asking big favors from the city. He was 
mistaken Delegate Sullivan's anxiety to make 
a good record for himself is often allayed aa it 
was last night, whenhe and Delegate Stone 
ardently advocated the immediate passage of 
the bridge and tunnel terminal bill which pro- 
poses to pay but $15,000 towards our bridges. 

When the bill was reported from the Com- 
mittee on Railroads last night, Chairman 
Sullivan recommended its passage. This 
was opposed. The lobbyists, with 
one exception were on hand. “For 
awhile it looked as if the bill would be laid 
over. Delegate Alt hurried togyhere one of 
the lobbyists stood and the situHion was hur- 
riedly discussed. As he returned he passed 
the word, She's all right; it’ll pass. A vote 
was insisted on and the bill passed. In order 
to withdraw it from all further consideration, 
Mr. Alt moved the reconsideration and h 
this motion laid on the table, so that the bill 
is now beyond the reach of any members of 
the House who may wish to alter its pro- 
visions. As Speaker Bannerman presided in 
the House during the consideration of the bill, 
itis not probable that he will sign the meéas- 
ure, but will leave it for the consideration of 
Mayor Francis on his return. It is now in the 
shape it is wanted by the railroads, and an en- 
deavor will be made to have the bill signed at 
once. 


The Sprinkling Question. 

This afternoon a meeting of the Ratlroad 
Committee of the Council will be held to con- 
sider the Forest Park cable bill. Chairman 
Rohan will make an effort to hold a meet- 


ing of the Committee on Public Im- 
provements after the adjournment of 
the Railroad Committee for the purpose 
of considering the sprinklin contracts. 
The date of the inauguration of the sprinklin 
lan now depends entirely upon the action of 
ouncilmen han and O'Malley of that com- 
mittee. Street Commissioner Turner is ready 
to give orders to begin work under the con- 
tracts as soon as he is notified of their ap- 
proval. He believes that under the ordinance 
the whole city should be _  sprinkied, 
but he is in favor of inaugu- 
rating it b districts, as soon as 
the Council will approve of the contracts. He 
regards the proposition to hold all the work 
in check until the last contract is let as a ve 
narrow construction of the ordinance. H 
recommendations to the Board of Public Im- 
provements on the _ thirty-eleht contracts 
already awarded will be repeated to the Coun- 
cil committee should they desire advice on the 
figures. The daily consumption of water 
this ear over last year amounts to 
about 4,900,000 gallons. By placing the four 
temporary pumps in position all trouble con- 
cerning the pumping capacity will be obviated.

A Damage Suit Arising From Reckless Man- 
agement at the Geuld Passenger Sheds— 
The Divorce Prayet of a Forsaken Wife— 
Judge Valliant Interprets the Law ina 

„Question of Insurance—New Suits Filed 
To-Day Pnder the Dome. 


A petition to sue as a poor person was field 
to · day in the Circuit Court by Napton & Frost 
in behalf of Mrs. Agnes Glowezeuski against 
the St. Louis 4 San Francisco Railroad Com- 
pany. The plaintiff, an old lady ap- 
proaching 60 years, states that on the 
26th of last September she purchased 
a ticket at the Union Depot 
for Kirkwood over the Frisco Line, and was in 
the act of mounting the lower step of the rear 
coach of a Frisco train at the platform, when, 
withont any warning from anybody, the train 
suddenly started and she was dragged along 


by her skirts for forty or fifty yards 
before she was  extricated from her 
dangerous position. Her hands, wrists, 
arms and sides were bruised and 


she wasterribly shaken up by the accident. 
The plaintiff contends that it was an act of 
negligen:e on the part of the company’s serv- 
ants in starting the train without any signal 
or warning and in having no person to guard 
the rear entrance of the coach. Damages in 
the sum of $2,500 are asked. 


Drink and Desertion. 


A petition for divorcee was filed to-day in the 
Cireulit Court by Mrs. Rosa August against 
Max August.

An Insurance Case. 


Judge Valliant rendered a decision to-day in 
the suit of Daniel McAllister against the Ger- 
man Insurance Company. When the owner, 
who has given a mortgage, takes out a policy 


of insurance on his house,and it is specified in 
the policy that the loss, if any, is payable to 


the mortgagee as his interest. might appear, 
and when in fact it does ap- 
pear that the debt due the 


mortgagee is as much as the amount of insur- 
ance, the mortgagee may maintain suit on the 
policy in hisown name. The contract of in- 
surance, however, in sucha case, is a con- 
tract between the insurance company and the 
mortgagor or owner of the property, and itis 
his interest and not that of the mort- 

agee which is insured. Any act 
Sone by the owner of the premises to vitiate 
the insurance would defeat the right of the 
mortgagee to recover.) 

If, therefore, at the time of the policy 
sued on there was other insurance of the 
owner’s interest inthe same property exist- 
ing, which was not known to the insurance 
company, or if, without the knowledge of 
the defendant, he had after this policy 
was issued taken out other insurance on the 
property in his own name, it would have viti- 
ated this policy uncer the clause in reference 
to such other insurance. The qualification is 
well recognized that other insurance will not 
vitiate the poner. unless it is on the same 
interest or the interest of the same person 
in the property. It might 0 
extended so as to say that if the mortgagee 
should, at his own expense and by his own 
contract with an insurance company, effect an 
insurance of his equitable interest it would 
not be vitiated nor would it vitiate an 
insurance effected by the owner of his 
interest at his own expense and 
under his own contract with another 
company. In this case, however, the owner 
of the property is interested as much as it the 
md@ney were payable to himseif; it is in fact, 
in case of loss, but an application of his in- 
surance to the payment of his debt. 

If at the time the policy was taken out there 
was other insurance on the interest of the 
owner of the house, though not payable to 
the plaintiff, and of which the defendant had 
ae Sears that fact is a valid defense to the 
8u t.

Some people are 
wolfish, and have. an idea that they 
have a corner upon the real estate market of 
the world. Mr. Scott also complains that 
certain parties with whom he was associated 
in the purchase of the Bemis and Davis tracts, 
after the cessation of business relations be- 
tween them took advantage of their knowl- 
edge, confidentialiy obtained by them, 
to get ahead of him in other 
deals, or break them up. But these are side 
issues; Scott is able to cope with any of them.

| HIS SEAT SHOULD BE VACANT, 


yt School Director Vastine Proposes to 
Stay in the Board. 


About two weeks ago Dr. Charles Vastine, a 
member of the School Board, from the old 
Tenth Ward, removed his residence from the 
northeast corner of Twenty-first and Olive 
streets to No. 3603 Lindell avenue, in the new 
Twenty-second Ward. | 


Both the State law and the rules of the Board 
make the removal of a member from the ward 
which he was elected to represent operate to 


vacate the seat of such member, but it 
has always been customary, with directors so 
retiring, to submit eir resignations, 
which are an take effect 
at a future ate. This is done 
to bring the vacancy promptly to the atten- 
tion of the Board so that that organization 


| may take the necessary action to fill it as 
83 as possible. 

ut no such motives actuated Dr. Vastine, 
who, after consultation with Mr. T. A. Rus- 
sell and several other members of the Board, 
determined, if pooner to retain bis grip upon 
his position and public affairs. 

The result will be that his right to partici- 
pate in the next eo i of the Board 
will be challenged, wit the chances 
in favor of his being thrown out. When seen 
this morning by a PosT-DISPATCH reporter 
and quessioned as tothe course he intended 

ursuing in the matter, the doctor said: ‘‘My 

iends advise me that I have as much 
right to retuin my seat in the Board as the 
have since the redistricting of the city whieh 


changed all the ward nes. Mr. ussell 
told me that he thought 1 nad 
a right to retain my seat under 


the Drabelle bill, and if so I am going to keep 
it. I will,however, be advi by the attorney 
of the Board, whom I have not seen yet. 

Mr. Russell was seen and stated: 

By the redistricting of the city, in my 
opinion the seat of every member of the Board 
was Vacated, and during the interim between

IT MAY BE MURDER. 


Why a Private Watchman Shot Down a 
Yeung Boy. 

Alexander Kennedy, an unlicensed private 
watchman for the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railroad, shot a boy last night and may yet 
have to answer to a charge of murder. 
Kennedy, it appears, is a Scotchman 
about 28 years of age, and his 


right leg was injured in some way on the 
Frisco road some years ago, since which time 
he has been a sort of pensioner of the corpora- 
tion. They own alotof property on Gratiot 
street, between Ewing and Montrosé avenues, 
and Kennedy is in charge of it, both 
as a collector of rents and asa private watch- 
man. Thereisa mischievous lot of boys in 
the neighborhood, and they have given him 
considérable treable. Five or six days 
o he got into trouble with some 
of them about breaking down a gate and they 
turned in and stoned him. One of the boys 
struck him in the head with a missile, tnflict- 
ing an ugly gash which had to be 
dressed \ennedy v ‘sited the office 
of the Chief of Police wit.. his head bandaged 
up and related what had occurred. As he had 
no license, Chief Huebler informed him that 
he should secure one as without it he 
had no authority to make an arrest or inter- 
tere with the boys. He left stating he would 
get one, and did make application for a 


license, but on inquiring into the 
matter, the police learned that he 
was not 1 citizen, and as 


this is neceseary to secure a private watch- 
man’s license his application was refused. 
The police state, however, that they found his 
reputation to be good, and that there was 
nothing whatever against him except that he 
was not a citizen of this country. 

ABOUT 9 O’CLOCK LAST NIGHT 
acrowd of boys were on tne corner of Mont- 
rose avenue and Gratiot street, and were or- 
dered by Kennedy to move off. What 
words or trouble followed cannot 
be learned except as the boys relate 
it, butat any rate it resulted in the private 
watchman shooting one of them, Michael 
Woodlock, 17 years of age, whose father is 
empioyed asa janitor at the Custom-house.

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A Singular Speculation. 
From the New York WORLD. 

The new bank of which ex-Secretary Man- 
ning and ex-Treasurer Jordan are officers and 
managers has hit upon a new metnod of infla- 
tion which, if permitted by law, is likely to 
flood the country with currency with a liberal- 
ity beyond the dreams of the wildest Green- 
backer in existence. It proposes to issue 
bullion certificates of the deposit of 1,000 
ounces of silver bullion, and to circulate them 
„or use only in the New York Stock Ex- 
change,’’ calling them warehouse certificates. 
Beyond a doubt, if the issue of these certifi- 
cates is not prohibited as in violation of law, 
they will get into general circulation just the 
game as the silver notes of the General Gov- 
ernment, 

It can readily be seen that a bank’s business 
and profits would be unlimited if could thus 
go into competition in the issue of currency 
with the Government of the United States. It 
is generally believed that this scheme, which 
the ex-Secretary of the Treasury and the ex- 
United States Treasurer must evidently be- 
lieve can be so arranged as to come within the 
law, explains the secret of the zeal with which 
a very heavy amount of capital was tendered 
to the new ex-Treasury Department Bank. 

But if the Manning Jordan bank is at 
liberty to make this new currency inflation, 
what is to prevent a dozen or a hundred or 
a thousand other banks from going into the 
same business? At that rate we may have 
bullion certificates flowing through the 
country with a freedom that may carry 
millions of people into the ocean of wild 
speculation. And where will be found a con- 
trolling check, either to the extent of the 
inflation or the final security of the private 
currency?

Giaastone Bricks. 
From the New Orleans Times-Demoerat. 

The new court-house in Boston is to have 
used in its construction nearly 200,000 so- 
called Gladstone bricks. They are from the 
kilns of W. E. Gladstone & Son, Hawarden, 
Wales. Their trade name ig The Premier 
Brand, firat called so probably when Glad- 
stone was Premierof England. The brick is 
much larger than the ordinary American 
brick and weighs six or seven pounds. Its 
exact dimensions are 9x4%x3%4 inches. On 
both top and bottom are grooves 6%x1% inches 
in size and about 1 inch in depth. When the 
bricks are laid these grooves are closely 
filled with mortar, giving added firmness to 
the wall. The bricks are of a light buff color, 
and their mission is to face the two large in- 
terlor courts of the building, where they will 
reflect the light, or, more correctly speaking, 
fail to absorb it. The price paid delivered is 
45.80 a thousand. These bricks are war- 
ranted never to vegetate or change in any 
manner, except to grow slightly darker.

AND POLITICAL GOSSIP. 


—A Royal Alliance—The German Crown 
Prince—Churchill’s Royal Dinners—The 
Crimes Bill—Beconstructing the Cabinet. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. — 
Lonpon, July 27.—({Copyright, 1887.}—The 
service journals describe the appointment 
of the Prince of Wales as Honorary Ad- 
miral ot the fleet as a great honor to the 
navy. Itseems to me to be a most fantastical 
puerility and one calculated to bring both the 
navy and the Prince into ridicule and con- 
tempt. The Prince of Wales has merely re- 
ceived this appointment in order that he may 
be qualified to wear another becoming uni- 
form. There seems to be no limit to the tall- 
oring craze whjch now prevails in what are 
termed ‘‘exalted quarters.’’ Even King 
George IV. never went to the length of getting 
himself made an Admiral. It is a grievous 
resurrection of the sort of fatuous extrava- 
gance which prevailed at the French court 
for a century before the revolution. 
ROYAL JUBILEE EXPENSES. 

The papers continue to indulge in rigmarole 
guessing about the amount of the court ex- 
penses in connection with the jubilee. The 
World gives $600,000, the Pall Mall Gazette, 
$1,000,000, and the London correspondents, 
$400,000. I stated a fortnight ago that the 
Queen’s outlay would not exceed $250,000, and 
I have since heard from an unexceptional 
authority that $240,000 is about the total. 
There is not the slightest foundation for the 
unjustifiable report that the Queen was de- 
sirous to obtain a Parliamentary grant 
towards the outlay. There is a large 
accumulation from the civil list, and 
it was long ago settled that everything 
was tobe paid out of this. It should be re- 
membered by the people who talk wildly of 
$500,000, that the royalties from abroad were 
only the guests of the Queen for a few days, 
and that there were no extra entertainments 
except half a dozen state banquets, one ball 
and aBuckingham Palace garden party. The 
most preposterous exaggerations have been 
published in connection with the court 
arrangements, one imaginative journal going 
to the length of announcing that fifty clerks 
had been employed by the master of the house- 
hold at Buckingham Palace. All the stories 
about the redecorating and refurnishing of the 
palaces are myths, as hardly anything was 
done beyond the ordinary routine work. 


OFFENDED ROYALTY. 

A garden party was given recently at a well- 
known house near London, and the company 
included two wealthy members of the royal 
family. It was expected that they would drive 
down, but instead of doing so they thought 
fit to go by train. Carriages were sent to meet 
them, but this did not satisfy them,for I heard

Mrs. Mackay’s Soiree—Closing the Abbey 
Lacy Heoper’s Letter. 


Special Correspondence of the POsT-DISPATCH. 
Paris, July 15.—I have just returned from a 
brief visit to London, so will vary the topics 
of my Parisian letters with some items of so- 
ciety news from the British capital. The sea- 
son there is rapidly drawing to a close, and 
in a fortnight more London will be given over 
to dullness and desertion. One of the most 
brilliant of the later entertainments of the 
hour was the soiree musicale given by Mrs.

ARMY DISCIPLINE 


A SEVERE SAMPLE OF IT AT JEFFERSON 
BARRACKS. 


Joseph Hart, a Soldier-Prisoner, Whe Want- 
ed to Sing His Song Out and Was Knocked 
Down for His Musical Tendencies— Vari- 
ous Versions of the A ffair—Sergt. Johnson 
and the Recruit—Capt. Adams Talks— 
Sensational Rumors Traced Down. 


For some time past sensational rumors have 
been rife regarding certain alleged abuse of 
power in vogue at Jefferson Barracks, the mil- 
itary post a short distance south of this city. 
The allegations were to the effect that non- 
commissioned officers have been in the habit 
of exercising their suthority to a brutal ex- 
tent, inflicting bodily punishment upon pris- 
oners, punishment proscribed by the articles 
of war and dangerous, inasmuch as 
it is an inducemont to soldiers to de- 
sert in order to avoid like treatment. 
The parties who were the authority for these 
charges quoted a special instance which was 
considered by them asa particularly flagrant 
abuse of authority. It was said that a pris- 


oner at the post had on Monday evening been 


taken out of a guard-house manacied, 

TIED TO A PILLAR 
and otherwise ignominiously treated by Sergt. 
Johnson, and it was further claimed that the 
prisoner had done nothing to merit punish- 
ment so excessively severe. 

Areporter for the Post-DISPATCH, who was 
detailed to ifquire into the truth of these 
charges, called upon Maj. Perry, the com- 
manding officer of the post, last evening, and 
informed him of the nature of these rumors. 


Maj. Perry said that he would have the mat- 
ter thoroughly investigated. As he had just 
been invited out to dinner, however, he 
begged to be excuSed and turned the reporter 
over to his adjutant with instructions that all 
parties concerned in the matter might be seen 
and their versions of the story received. 
Sergt. Johnson was called and interrogated as 
follows: 

Were you sergeant of the guard Monday 
evening?“

I again ordered him to be quiet 
and again he refused. I then ordered him out 
and tried to handcuff him.

In the 
meantime he used improper language and did 
everything he could to make himself disagree- 
able. lintended to tie him to a post but this 
was not done. I reported the matter to the 
officer of the day justas itoccurred and just 
as I have related it. 

After Sergt. Johnson had told his story the 
reporter was turned over to Capt. Adams, the 
officer of the day yesterday, who led dim to 
the guard-house, where Hart was seen. The 
prisoner told his story as follows: 

Monday evening I was sing »g a song and 
Sorgt. Johnson ordered me to stop. I wouldn’t 
stop. I refused to stop because there's no

Hart then took off his shirt and exhibited a 
few scratcheson his arm and a contusion on 
either elbow.

THE BELGIAN ELOPERS. 


Banker Van Heyst and His Wife Tell Their 
Stories in Court. 


Easton, N. J., July 27.—The hearing in the 
Van Heyst-Van Doren case yesterday brought 
out the stories of the husband and the fugitive 
wife. Van Heyst, with his attorneys, came 
here Monday night. The firstthingdone was 
the reading of Van Heyst’s traverse to the re- 
turn of the writ of habeas corps. In it he 
denies that Mrs. Van Heyst bad reason to leave 


her home in Holland, denies having commit- 
ted adultery with a domestic, avers that he is 
well off and keeps two servants, and that Van 
Doren seduced his wife and persuaded ber to 
fly to America. Van Heyst demands the 
custody of his little girl, whom his wife 
brought with her. Inreply, Van Doren and 
Mrs. Van Heyst filed answers denying all 
criminality. Mrs. Van Heyst asserted that her 
husband does not care for the child in ques- 
tion, and that he has not suitable means of 
taking, care of her. Mr. Van Heyst testified 
that he lived on the interest of his money in 
Boxtel, had sons olderthan the girl; that he 
kept two maid servants and a man, and lived 
in ease. He went ona visit June last, and 
when he returned on Juiy 5 he found his wife 
and child gone. They bad departed on July 
1. He had received a letter dated June 30 
from his wife, — him he need not 
hurry home. This etter was read in 
court. He had given his wife a little 
money before leaving and she had all the 
credit she wanted at the stores. Van Doren 
was his best friend and frequently visited his 
house. He and his wife are members of the 
Roman Catholic Church. He received 20,000 
guilders when he was married and later, 9,000. 
His wife had brought him 5,000 guilders in 
cash, 25,000 Florins in Austrian bondsand a 
mortgage of 7,000 guilders, a total of about 
40,000 guilders, or about $17,000. He had 
always treated his wife well. His sister bad 
volunteered to keep his house for him if he 
could get his daughter back. 

Lawyer Borsch, who accompanied Van Heyst, 
read the Holland law. It gives all the wife's 
possessions tothe -husband exclusively, and 
the father has the sole care ofthe children. 
Mrs. Van Heyst testified thatshe had been 
married nine years. A year ago she learned 
of an attempt by her husband to seduce a 
servant. Their married life had not been 
happy of late, and onthe nightof June 30 
she decided to come to America. She 
told Van Doren, who tried to dis- 
suade her, but could not. Then she pre- 
vailed on Van Doren to accompany her 
to protect her until she could settle here. She 
borrowed money of him to pay expenses. She 
said Mr. Van Heyst had often spoken of 
separating from her. When asked what led 
her to decide to leave, she said that she found 
she had no money for current expenses; there 
was none in the safe, and taking all things in- 
to consideration, she decided to leave her hus- 
band. The evidence will be continued to-day.

DEPENDS UPON GARRETT. 


The Telegraphers’ Scheme to Secure the 
Baltimore & Ohio Property. 


NEW YORK, July 27.—The scheme for the 
transfer of the Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph 
Company to the management of an organiza- 
tion of its employes has been committed to 
paper, according to J. B. Taltavall of the 
Electric Age, and the outcome of the project 
now depends upon Mr. Garrett. Mr. Taltavall 
said yesterday: It is a mistake to speak 


of the plan as one for the pur 
chase of the telegraph property by the 
company's operators. The facts are that a 
syndicate of business men have, through a 
lawyer in this city, made to afew leading men 
among the operators a proposition by which 
the syndicate is to raise $500 000 asa cash pay- 
ment on the $3,500,000, which is the price at 
which Mr. Garrett will sell the property. The 
property is then to be turned over to a co- 
operative or similar association of the em- 
ployes, who will guarantee 6 per cent to the 
Syndicate on its $500,000, and to Mr. Garrett on 
the $3,000,000 balance, and will devote any sur- 
ey to the paying off of the purchase price. 

he only requirement that the syndicate 
makes is that the telegraph company shall 
always be maintained as an independent line, 
and shall enter into no combination or pool- 
ing arrangement with other companies. 

‘ldo not know whether the scheme is likely 
to succeed or not. It all depends upon Mr. 
Garrett. The papers containing the proposi- 
tion of the syndicate have been drawn up and 
have been or soon will be presented to him. 
His efforts to effect a combination with the 
Western Union, through Jay Gould, have 
failed, because Gould make no dicker unless 
it would include all the opposition to the West- 
ern Union. He would not buy the Baltimore 
& Ohio only to obtain the field for a new rival 
in the Postal. Mr. Mackay ab- 
solutely refused to make any contract 
or arrangement with the Baltimore & Ohio 
which would have made it possible for a trans- 
fer of the latter to the Western Union to carry 
the Postal with it. If Mr. Garrett sees how the 
Syndicate’s scheme will get him help for bis 
railroad plans, which was the object of his ne- 
gotiations with Gould, then the scheme will be 
carried through.

GREAT EXCITEMENT IN THE CAMP OF THE 
AMERICAN ASSOCIATION. 


President Von der Ahe of the St. Louis 
Browns Finally Resolves to Join the Na- 
tiomal League and Says So in Public— 
Meeting of Managers Yesterday at New 
York — Futarq Developments — War 
Threatened—How Jem Smith Signed the 
Articles of Agreement—John Kelly to 
Plya First Base— Sporting News and 
Notes—Base Bail Gossip. 


By Telegravh to the POST-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, July 27.—The greatest excite- 
ment prevailed in base ball circles yesterday 
whem it became known that a special secret 
meéting of the American Association bad 
been held in this city. The reasons for such a 
meeting were guessed at by many, but were 
known to but few, and the wildest rumors 
were afloat. A PosT-DISPATCH correspondent 
was at the meeting-place at the appointed 
time yesterday morning, and at the end of the 
session obtained the facts of the case. Dele- 
gates transacted their business in the 
office of W. W. Watrous, No. 140 Pearl 
street, the meeting being called at 
1¹ o clock. The clubs represented 
were the Mets, by W. W. Watrous, 
Louisville by Zach Phelps, Cleveland by F. E. 
Robinson, St. Louis by Chris Von der Ahe. 
Baltimore was to be represented by Billy Bar- 
nie, but he did not arrive in time to take part 
in the conference. For reasons shown below, 
Brooklyn was not invited to attend. The pri- 
mary object of the meeting was to depose 
Wheeler C. Wikoff of Columbus, the present 
President-Secretary, charges of incompetency 
and neglect being preferred against bim by 
the St. Louis Club, the President of which, 
Chris Von der Ahe, addressed the meeting and 
recited his grievances. He intimated that 
President Wikoff was simply a tool for the 
Brooklyn Club and he then fired a bomb into 
the camp by excitedly exclaiming: ‘‘I will 
jump into the League.’’ A rather

followed, but a vote to oust Wikoff and elect 
a new president could not be taken owing to 
the absence of Barnie, who would have made 
a majority necessary to elect, it being under- 
stood that he held a proxy from the Athletics.
